CULTIVATED CHRISTMAS TREES 


A SCOTCH PINE CHRISTMAS TREE PLANTATION. HARVESTING WILL BEGIN 
AFTER ANOTHER SEASON’S GROWTH. 


Year by year we are becoming more conscious of cultivated Christmas trees. 
Today approximately 35,000,000 Christmas trees are sold across our nation, involv- 
ing over $150,000,000 in seasonal business. The demand will continue to grow 
with our constantly increasing population. 


Here is an opportunity to make idle lands work for you. Untillable soil, un- 
cultivated hilltops and slopes can be made to pay their way by planting Christmas 
trees, producing a cash crop instead of a tax burden. 


There are many farms where such an application can be made. Aside from 
beautifying our country, soil erosion can be checked. We urge you to give Christ- 
mas tree culture serious consideration. 


WHAT TO PLANT 


Your market area will determine what species of trees to plant. Some areas 
require only one or two types of trees, others can dispose of a variety. In the 
large eastern market there is a great demand for good Scotch Pine. 


American Red Pine, Austrian Pine, White Pine, Norway Spruce, White 
Spruce, Douglas Fir and Balsam Fir are also popular. 


Do a little checking in your Christmas tree market before planting. 


Grow Several Types of Christmas Trees 


If you are raising Christmas trees by the acre, diversify your planting. Plant 
a variety of trees with the long needled pine predominating. A good stand would 
be approximately 75% pine and 25% spruce and fir. 


Pines will develop into marketable trees in 6 to 7 years. Spruces and Firs 
are slower, requiring 8 to 10 years. 


WHEN TO PLANT 


Best results are obtained from Spring planting, March 15 to May 
31. Fall planting, September 1 to October 31, is less successful in 
our area. Your local weather conditions should govern the time you 
plant, but generally speaking, Spring is best. In Fall planting, greater care must 
be taken to see that the soil is tightly packed about the roots when planted or suc- 
cessive freezes and thaws will heave or expose the tree roots to air and the tree 
will die. Consult your local County or District Agricultural Agent or State Un- 
iversity or State Department of Forestry for further information. 


SPACING TREES FOR GOOD GROWTH 


Systematic planting is essential for growing good 
Christmas trees. Proper spacing enables the trees to de- 
velop without interference from each other and to grow 
into good bushy specimens. Generally speaking, Spruces 
require less room than Pines. 


We recommend the following spacing for good Christmas trees: 
1. Pines — 6’x6’, approximately 1200 trees per acre. 
2. Spruces and Firs — 5’x5’, approximately 1700 trees per acre. 


3. Forest or Timber trees — 15’x15’, or more when no thinning is contemplat- 
ed. Where thinning is planned, trees can be spaced closer.

HOW TO PLANT 


Soil Preparation — It is not necessary to prepare the soil before planting. The 
added expense is not justified, and the grass and weeds prove a benefit in conserv- 
ing moisture during the first two growing seasons. Do not use fertilizer. Remem- 
ber to plant the Pines in the less fertile soil, Firs and Spruce in the better soil. 


Tools — A mattock is the best tool for digging holes in hard shaley soil. If the 
soil is soft and rock free, a bar or spade planter can be used. This planter will eli- 
minate a great deal of stooping. Seedlings or transplants should be carried in a 
bucket of thin muddy water with the roots kept covered at all times. Stakes or 
markers should be used for marking the rows. 

Hand Planting — Line out your rows with markers so your digger will have a 
guide to follow. Step off spacing between trees as you plant. 

In a small planting, a team of three works successfully—one man to dig holes, 
the other two to follow planting trees. Planters should pack soil tightly around 
the plant by using the “heel” of the shoe. 

Large plantings can be done successfully with a ten-man crew—three men in 
parallel lines making holes, each followed by two men planting trees. The tenth 
man should follow the crew, replenishing the plant pails, watching the spacing and 
keeping the crew moving. 


Hand planting crews should average approximately 1,000 trees per man per 8 
hour day. 

Machine Planting — This method is used economically where large areas are 
to be planted. The terrain will determine the advisability of its use because it will 
be difficult to operate in extremely hilly areas. In machine planting a crew of 
three men works to the best advantage—one man to drive the tractor, one to oper- 
ate the tree planter and one to follow checking to see if the trees are correctly 
eee A three-man crew can plant approximately 8,000 to 10,000 trees per 8 

our day. 


CARE AFTER PLANTING 


After your trees are planted you should inspect them several times a year to 
see how they are growing. Normally, you should expect some loss from your plant- 
ing and you can replace them in the Fall or the following Spring. Keep the brush 
from growing around your trees, and if the grass and weeds become too prominent 
after your trees start to grow, it is best to mow. This will let the lower branches 
of the trees develop and allow you to harvest your trees as early as possible. Some- 
times double shoots or leaders develop on a tree and one of these must be removed 
so a normal top will develop. Also inspect for disease, and if anything looks irreg- 
ular consult with your County or District Agricultural Agent or State University 
or State Department of Forestry. 


SHEARING 


This is one of the most important steps in developing a good Christmas tree. 
Very few trees grow perfectly. Shearing is the process by which you control the 
growth and shape of the tree. All the Pines require shearing; Firs and Spruces 
do also, but to a lesser degree. 

Pines should be sheared before the new growth becomes tough 
and woody. This will allow new buds to form where the tree has 
been cut. In our area Pines should be sheared during late June 
and early July. Firs and Spruces can be successfully sheared later 
in the summer. However, your locality and weather conditions 
will determine at which time you shear. Consult with your local 
County or District Agricultural Agent and attend shearing demon- 
strations to see how shearing is done. 

Shearing or pruning should be done every year you have exces- 
sive growth of the terminal or leader shoots. This will determine 
the distance between branches of your tree and eliminate unsightly gaps in the 
growth. Keep your new growth between 10” to 14” each year. Don’t wait until 
the third or fourth year to begin shearing. Do it when excessive tree growth re- 
quires it. The side branches should also be sheared so as to develop a symmetrical 
bushy tree. Shear so your tree will have a nice conical shape. 

Excessive growth of the terminal shoot during the harvest year should be shear- 
ed early so the tree can heal over and develop new buds. 


HARVESTING AND SELLING YOUR TREES 


All the trees in your plantation will not reach the same size at once. Harvest- 
ing will continue for several years. After your final harvest you should plan to re- 
plant. 


During your harvest years you will be confronted with the problem of how to 
sell your trees. This can be done in several ways. 


1. Sell direct to the retail trade in your area. 

2. Sell either cut or on the stump in blocks to wholesale dealers. 

3. Sell delivered to the city market. 

If you sell to the wholesale trade place a ‘‘For Sale” advertisement in the city 


newspaper nearest you, advertising the fact that you are selling “Sheared, Cultivat- 
ed Christmas Trees.” 


Always require a cash deposit with orders and final cash settlement upon de- 
livery. Sell only for cash or certified check. 
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PLANT A GARDEN NURSERY 


You can save money and develop an interesting hobby by planting a garden 
nursery. 


As you know, most trees and shrubs are quite expensive when purchased as 
specimen plants. However, when purchased as seedlings or small transplants they 
are quite moderate in cost. By alloting a small space in your garden for this pur- 
pose you can grow trees and shrubs for your own landscaping use and save money. 
You will find it a most interesting and absorbing hobby. Normally, trees and 
shrubs require a minimum of care and you will derive a great deal of pleasure from 
watching them grow. 


EXPLANATION OF CATALOG TREE AGES 


You will note that throughout the catalog the ages of the seedlings and trans- 
plants are stated by years followed by figures in parenthesis. For example. 


2 Yr. Seedlings, (2-0) — This means the seedling has grown in its original bed 
for 2 years. 


3 Yr. Transplants, (2-1) — | 
This means the seedling has grown — 
in its original bed for 2 years, then — 
transplanted and grown in a new | 
bed for 1 year. 


4 Yr. Transplants, (2-2) — |} 
This means the seedling has grown , 
in its original bed for 2 years, then 
transplanted and grown for 2 years 
in another bed. 


The purpose of transplanting 
is to develop a better root system 
so the plant will withstand the — 
shock of transplanting. Note the 
root systems on the Scotch Pine 
(Austrian Hill Strain) transplants 
and seedling.

CARE OF PLANTS WHEN RECEIVED 


When you receive your plants, remove all the packing material and place the 
roots in a bucket of water. Plant immediately. If you are unable to do this, “heel’’ 
in the plants by digging a trench in a shaded area and covering the roots with dirt. 
Pack tightly so as to exclude all air. Water if necessary, then plant just as soon as 
possible. Remember to keep the roots moist at all times.
